DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 4 and 15-22 are allowed. All previously made rejections are withdrawn. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
respectfully asserts that none of the cited prior art, taken either singly or in combination, 
is seen to teach or suggest a nonwoven antimicrobial wipe as described in claims 4, 19 
or 21 and it's additional dependant . Specifically, one that is coated with a non-ionic and 
a cationic binder mixture and then subsequently coated with a cationic dual quaternary 
ammonia antimicrobial agent that is readily released upon introduction to water. Thus, 
the prior art of record fails to provide for the claimed composition and dimensional 
limitations. Hence, it is considered that the application is currently in full and proper 
condition for allowance.
